CHARACTER BUILDING 


HE Military school is essentially a school for the 
formation of character. Three or four years spent 
Z| at such an institution will result in changing a 
Ss weak and often wilful boy into a sturdy and self- 
reliant youth considerate of the rights of others, but aware of 
his own rights and capable of attaining them. War is not 
glorified in Military schools, but so long as injustice oppression 
exists in the world, there will be need for courage and determi- 
nation to resist abuse of power. A graduate of a military 
school far from being of a pugnacious disposition, is apt to 
be just the reverse, for he is so evidently able to take care of 
himself that no one is tempted to impose on him. As among 
nations, so with individuals, preparedness is the best guarantee 
against aggression. 

While there is no relation between the U. S. Army and the 
military organization in schools, except that army officers are 
assigned as military instructors by the government, a knowl- 
edge of elementary military science, garrison duties, field work, 
military engineering, the manual of arms, company drills, and 
the general conduct of military maneuvers, furnishes an ex- 
cellent preparation for a commission in the army for those de- 
sirous of serving their country as officers. 
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The Permanent makeovers came out on the 20th of October, 
much to the joy of a few and the disappointment of many. 
The resulting drills have shown us that Major Roller and 
Major Chester certainly knew what they were about when they 
made these appointments. Talking of drills, the corps has been 
showing much greater interest than was shown last year in 
military duties. This is in a great measure due to varied pro- 
grams which have eliminated the existence of monotony. To 
illustrate, on November 8th, Major Roller gave us a drill, and 
in its place the “rats” had a dancing class under the leader- 
ship of Bolling, M., the music being served by the “Cadet 
Ramblers.” 

This year’s rifle team is not waiting for spring to come, 
but has already begun practice under the leadership of Major 
Yates.

Danville 
kicked to Augusta, Slusser returned the ball twenty yards. 
On the first play Roller took the ball for seven yards on an end 
run. On the next play a costly fumble gave the ball to Danville 
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on our thirty yard line from where they tried to drop kick and 
failed.

In one of the most interesting and hard fought games of 
the season, the Massanutten Military Academy defeated A. M. 
A. by the slim margin of 13-12. Throughout the game it was 
impossible to predict what the outcome would be, so closely 
were the teams matched, although, except for the last quarter, 
Augusta held the lead. 

Augusta kicked to start the game, and in five minutes Mas- 
sanutten had the ball on A. M. A.’s 1-foot line. Here the blue 
team held, and the try for a field goal was missed. With the 
ball on her own 20 yard line, Augusta started a march of 80 
yards that terminated in a three-yard plunge by Bach for a 
touchdown. Much of the credit for this march was due to 
“Bey” Smith, who proved as easy to catch as an eel on a rainy 
day. Massanutten also scored in this quarter when a beautiful 
run-back of a kick-off, two long passes, and several line bucks 
put the ball across. Both tries for goal failed leaving the 
score 6-6. 

Augusta’s second score came in the third period when Mc- 
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Allister went over the line after “straight football” had car- 
ried the ball to the 2-yard line. In the last quarter, after a 
long pass had put the ball on Augusta’s 30-yard line, Herdric 
scored on a beautiful end run. Massanutten kicked the goal 
that spelled defeat for Augusta. The remainder of the game 
found the pigskin continually hovering around mid-field, A. 
M. A.’s long passes in the last few minutes being in vain. The 
outstanding players in the game were: Capt. Runnels, Con- 
way, McIntryre, and Payne, who played a fighting consistent 
game, and easily made up for the loss of our two regular 
tackles.

On November the 24th, the football season of A. M. A. 
came to a thrilling close, when the big blue team was defeated 
by F. M. S. 13 to 0. The victors clearly were the best aggre- 
gation, but the Augusta boys went down fighting and twice 
stemmed the tide in the shadow of their goal posts. Gold- 
smith of the victors was clearly the star of the game. He ran, 
passed, kicked, tackled and played a clean game of football. 
For the losers the stars were Slusser, Harris, Smith, and Run- 
nels. Slusser, the first named, played the best game of his life 
and was a constant menace to red-jerseyed warriors. 
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The game was attended by about 3000 people. The grey of 
the cadets mingling with the brilliant colorings of the fair sex 
from Stuart Hall, Fairfax Hall, and Virginia at large. Be- 
fore the game Augusta’s corps gave an exhibition of marching 
and followed by forming a square around the band. From this 
formation came yells and songs that made many an alumnus 
long for “the old days.” Between the halfs the Fishburne 
corps spelled out F. M. S. and gave their yells and songs. 
The attendance of the game was made up of people from all 
over Virginia, North Carolina and quite a few cars were to be 
seen from Maryland and New York. The game in detail : 

Goldsmith kicked off over the goal line and it was Augusta’s 
ball on the 20 yard line. On the first play Smith tore through 
left tackle for 15 yards. He made 2 yards on the next play at 
the same place, and then Slusser squirmed through right tackle 
twice for 2 more first downs. On the next play Augusta lost 
15 yards for holding and then Smith threw passes which just 
evaded Bach. McAllister kicked the ball to Milligan at mid- 
field where Curtis downed him in his tracks. Goldsmith made 
three yards off tackle and McGregor picked up three more on 
a lateral pass from Lemon. Goldsmith kicked to Roller 
who returned it 15 yards. Then Roller made 3 yards 
off tackle McAllister lost 2 yards when he recovered 
his own fumble and then picked up four around end. 
He then kicked but the kick was partially blocked and it was 
Fishburne’s ball on Augusta’s 45 yard line. McGregor fum- 
bled, but recovered for a six yard gain. Goldsmith then went 
around end and eluded 3 tackles for a thirty yard gain. Then 
Goldsmith threw a forward to Lemon for a touchdown. Gold- 
smith kicked the point. The remainder of the quarter resulted 
in a kicking duel between McAllister and Goldsmith with the 
honors going to the latter. Augusta’s only chance to score 
came when a long pass from Smith to Slusser went for 40 
yards. Outsided of a heated argument between Runnels and 
Poss the second half was “tame” compared to the rest of the 
game. There was much kicking and Smith got off a few good 
passes, but the ball hugged close to mid-field. 
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We regret to say that the papers containing a write-up of 
the second half was lost due to the fault of no one. However 
no memory can be dimmed to let us forget the gallant fight 
Augusta put up against a team superior in every department 
except courage. A. M. A. heaved passes of every sort and 
description, but most of them landed on the sod, while a goodly 
number of the rest were intercepted by alert Fishburne backs. 
One of these paved the way for a second touchdown by Gold- 
smith.
